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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


The  Trustees  of  St.  Luke’s  Home  for  Convales¬ 
cents  present  to  its  friends  and  the  public  the  thirteenth 
Annual  Report  of  its  condition  and  charitable  work, 
together  with  the  Reports  of  the  Chaplain,  Secretary 
of  the  Lady  Associates,  the  Physicians  in  charge,  the 
Treasurer’s  Account,  and  a  detailed  Statement  of  the 
Subscriptions  and  Donations. 

The  Treasurer’s  Account  shows  a  total  of  receipts  in 
Donations,  Miscellaneous  Offerings  and  Annual  Sub¬ 
scriptions  of  $6610.89,  against  $6999.16  in  1S83.  The 
expenses  amounted  to  $7651.62.  The  Permanent  Fund 
has  been  further  increased  $2000,  through  payment  of 
the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Chickering,  and  amounts,  with 
the  Nabby  Joy  Fund,  to  $16,156* 

The  aggregate  of  Subscriptions  and  Donations  is  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  while  the  income  from  investments 
has  increased,  but  the  offerings  from  Churches  have  con¬ 
siderably  fallen  off.  The  Hospital  Maintenance  has  been 
less,  with  an  increased  number  of  patients,  so  that  the 
final  result  of  the  year’s  work  would  have  been  favorable 
but  for  the  expense  of  repairing  and  finally  rebuilding  the 
retaining  wall  on  the  north  side  of  the  lot. 

During  the  past  summer  this  rear  wall,  which  had 
become  insecure,  and  a  cause  of  complaint  on  the  part  of 
the  abuttors,  was  entirely  taken  down,  relaid  and  capped 
in  a  very  thorough  manner,  at  the  same  time  greatly  im¬ 
proving  that  portion  of  the  property,  as  well  as  defining 
our  boundary  and  improving  the  drainage.  The  expense 
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was  necessarily  heavy,  amounting  in  all  to  $1304.30,  in¬ 
volving  a  debt  of  $800,  which  must  be  provided  for. 

Although  there  is  the  sum  of  $293.55  in  the  Treasury, 
the  Hospital  Expenses  for  October  (about  $500)  must  be 
paid  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

The  Home  building,  though  in  good  outside  repair, 
needs  certain  things  done  inside,  had  the  'Trustees  the 
necessary  funds. 

It  behooves  the  friends  of  the  Home  not  only  to  main¬ 
tain  it  liberally,  and  increase  its  work,  but  to  enlarge  its 
endowment,  so  that  the  constant  strain  of  anxiety  as  to 
its  maintenance  may  be  taken  from  the  Treasurer.

With  the  exception  of  the  last  two  months 
the  beds  have  all  been  full,  and  with  a  class  of  persons 
who  feel  that  they  have  gained  great  benefit  by  their 
sojourn  at  the  Home.  All  the  holidays  have  been  ob¬ 
served  by  the  patients,  and  entertainments  appropriate 
to  the  occasion  have  been  given.  Our  Donation  Day 
of  1883  was  a  great  success  ;  it  brought  together  old 
friends  and  attracted  many  new  ones,  who  enjoyed,  with 
the  ladies,  the  airy  and  comfortable  quarters  provided  for 
the  sick.  One  especial  pleasure  enjoyed  by  the  patients 
was  the  many  beautiful  flowers  that  have  brightened  up 
the  wards  and  have  given  good  cheer  to  every  one.  With 
the  money  made  on  Donation  Day  the  ladies  have  pur¬ 
chased  a  large  furnace,  double  windows  for  the  Chapel, 
and  many  minor  articles,  which  have  added  greatly  to 
the  convenience  of  the  Home.  One  of  the  greatest  im¬ 
provements  of  the  year  is  the  new  stone  wall  erected  by 
the  Trustees  at  the  back  of  the  grounds.  This  has  re¬ 
moved  from  sight  many  objectionable  features  of  the 
adjoining  estates.  The  ladies  all  agree  that  the  past  year 
for  the  Home  has  been  one  of  much  prosperity  ;  and  know¬ 
ing  full  well  what  a  good  work  is  being  done,  they  will 
make  every  effort  to  have  the  coming  year  more  successful 
than  the  last.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CORPORATION. 


Article  I.  —  Officers. 

The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Chaplain,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who 
shall  discharge  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  their  re¬ 
spective  offices. 

They  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  ballot, 
save  that  a  vacancy  may  be  filled  at -any  meeting  of  the 
Corporation  ;  and  the  offices  of  Vice-President  and  Chap¬ 
lain  may  be  filled  by  the  same  person. 

Article  II.  —  Executive  Committee. 

The  Secretary,  with  the  Treasurer  and  three  additional 
members  of  the  Corporation  to  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot,  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  This 
Committee  shall  have  charge,  in  behalf  of  the  Association, 
of  its  ordinary  work  and  expenditure. 

Article  III.  —  Lady  Associates. 

The  Corporation  may  hereafter,  at  its  discretion,  upon 
the  adoption  of  this  By-Law,  and  afterwards  at  its  annual 
meetings,  elect  not  exceeding  thirty-five  ladies  to  consti¬ 
tute  a  Board  to  be  known  as  Lady  Associates,  who  may 
fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board,  and  may  from  their 
own  number  choose  a  Directress  and  other  necessary  offi¬ 
cers,  and  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Corporation, 
appoint  such  Committees  and  make  such  By-Laws  for 
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their  own  government  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  The 

Ladv  Associates  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until  at 

%/ 

some  subsequent  annual  meeting  a  new  election  shall  be 
had.  And  they  shall  keep  the  Corporation  advised  of  all 
changes  of  membership  in  their  body. 

Article  IV. — Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  holden  on  St.  Luke’s  Day, 
unless  that  festival  shall  fall  on  Sunday,  when  the  annual 
meeting  shall  be  holden  on  the  following  day. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  after  five  days’  notice  given  by  the 
Secretary  through  the  post. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  all  business,  except  the  election  of  members 
and  officers  and  amendment  of  By-Laws,  for  which  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  shall  be  neces¬ 
sary. 

Article  V.  —  Accounts. 

The  accounts  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  settled  month¬ 
ly,  so  far  as  this  shall  be  practicable  ;  and  they  shall  be 
approved  by.  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VI.  —  Election  of  Members. 

The  number  of  members  of  this  Corporation  may  be 
enlarged  or  vacancies  filled  at  the  annual  or  any  special 
meeting,  provided  that  each  new  member  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  he 
shall  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole  Cor¬ 
poration. 

The  failure  of  any  member  without  excuse  to  attend 
three  consecutive  meetings,  including  adjourned  meet¬ 
ings,  of  which  he  shall  have  been  notified,  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  equivalent  to  his  resignation. 
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Article  VII.  —  Nursing. 

The  immediate  care  of  the  patients  in  this  Home  shall 
be  entrusted  to  a  sisterhood  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  ;  or,  in  case  no  such  sisterhood  should  accept  or 
retain  the  charge,  then  the  Corporation  may  provide  for 
its  supervision  according  to  their  judgment. 

The  sisters  thus  serving  in  this  Home  shall  be  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  regard  to  their 
religious  usages  and  services,  and  to  the  physicians  in 
attendance  for  their  care  of  the  sick. 

Article  VIII.  — Physicians. 

The  Corporation  shall  elect,  annually,  not  less  than 
three  consulting  and  not  less  than  two  attending  physi¬ 
cians,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  decide  as  to  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  patients,  and  to  advise  in  all  medical  matters  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Home. 

Article  IX.  —  Private  Patients. 

Private  patients  may  be  received  at  St.  Luke’s  Home, 
if  this  be  deemed  advisable  by  die  Executive  Committee 
and  the  physicians  in  attendance ;  and  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  assign  the  rates  of  charge 
for  such  patients. 

Article  X.  —  Reports. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  report  and  to  present  the  same  to  the  Corporation 
at  each  annual  meeting. 

Article  XI.  —  Amendment  of  By-laws. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the  annual  or  any 
special  meeting. 
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Article  XII.  — Notices  of  Meetings. 

All  notices  of  special  meetings  shall  state  the  business 
to  be  transacted  at  that  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  LADY  ASSOCIATES. 


Art.  I.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Lady  Associates  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Nine  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  all  questions  shall  be 
decided  by  vote  of  the  majority  of  members  present.  All 
meetings  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Art.  II.  At  stated  meetings  the  order  of  business  shall 
be  as  follows  :  — 

1.  The  minutes  of  last  stated  and  subsequent  meetings 
shall  be  read. 

2.  Report  of  Visiting  Committee,  and  action  upon  the 
same. 

3.  Report  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer. 

4.  Written  reports  of  other  Committees. 

5.  Communications  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
other  written  communications. 

6.  Appointment  of  the  Visiting  Committee  for  the  en¬ 
suing  month. 

7.  Unfinished  business  of  previous  meetings. 
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8.  Nomination  or  election  to  vacancies  in  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

9.  Motions,  orders,  resolutions,  &c. 

Art.  III.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  October,  the  Di¬ 
rectress,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  Vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Lady  Associates  may  be  filled  by  election  at 
any  stated  meeting,  by  ballot. 

Art.  IV.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  five  members,  — 
the  object  of  the  meeting  being  stated  in  the  notice. 

Art.  V.  The  Directress  s^h all  preside  at  all  meetings. 
In  her  absence  the  meeting;  shall  be  called  to  order  bv  the 
Secretary,  and  a  President  appointed  fro  temfore. 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify 
all  stated  and  special  meetings,  and  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  each  meeting.  She  shall  have  care 
of  all  the  documents  and  records  of  the  Lady  Associates, 
except  those  connected  with  the  office  of  Treasurer. 
She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence,  preserve  copies  of 
all  her  important  communications,  prepare  an  Annual 
Report,  to  be  submitted  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
properly  devolve  upon  her. 

Art.  VII.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Lady  Associates  shall 
have  charge  of  all  funds  received  from  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  expenses  of  the  Home,  pay 
all  bills  endorsed  by  Committees,  render  a  monthly  report 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  an  annual  account  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  audited  by  a  Committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 
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Art.  VIII.  The  Matron  shall  have  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  the  house.  She  shall  have  morning  and  even¬ 
ing  prayers,  and  ask,  or  cause  to  be  asked,  a  blessing 
before  every  meal.  She  shall  require  all  patients,  in 
sufficient  health,  to  attend  Divine  Service  whenever  held 
at  the  house.  She  shall  exercise  a  proper  discipline  over 
the  patients,  it  being  understood  that  everything  relating 
to  their  morals,  manners,  health,  clothing  and  recreation 
is  to  be  under  her  control,  subject,  however,  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  Physicians.  She 
shall  render  a  list  of  bills  to  the  Visiting  Committee  on 
the  first  of  each  month,  to  be  endorsed  by  them  and  handed 
to  the  Treasurer  for  payment. 

Art.  IX.  The  Standing  Committees,  consisting  of  two 
or  more  members,  shall  be  as  follows  :  — 

1 .  A  Committee  on  admission  and  dismission,  to  advise 
with  the  physician  in  charge  as  he  may  require. 

2.  A  Purchasing  Committee,  who  shall  provide  for  the 
wants  of  the  Home. 

3.  A  Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  visit  the  house 
twice  each  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  to  ascertain 
the  wants  of  the  Institution,  and  provide  for  the  same, 
or  report  to  the  Purchasing  Committee.  They  shall 
approve  all  bills  for  current  expenses,  and  render  them  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Associates  for  pay¬ 
ment.  They  shall  also  render  a  written  report  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board.  Each  visitor  shall 
be  expected  to  visit  during  her  appointed  month,  or  to 
provide  a  substitute  from  amongst  the  Lady  Associates. 

4.  A  Nominating  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  nominate  individuals  for  the  office  of  Lady  Associates  ; 
and  also  members  from  the  Board,  to  fill  any  vacancies 
which  may  occur  during  the  year  in  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittees  —  these  to  be  chosen  bv  ballot.

Art.  X.  Friends  of  the  patients  shall  be  admitted  to 
visit  them  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  between  the  hours 
of  nine  and  eleven  o’clock  a.m.,  and  at  no  other  time. 
In  case  of  sudden  or  severe  illness,  or  other  pressing 
cause,  the  Matron  may  use  her  discretion  in  allowing 
such  visits,  provided  that  she  be  required  to  report  the 
same  to  the  Visiting  Committee  at  their  first  ensuing 
visit.  The  Home  shall  be  open  to  visitors  every  day. in 
the  week  except  Sunday. 

Art.  XI.  Amendments  to  the  foregoing  By-Laws  may 
be  proposed  at  one  meeting,  and  adopted  or  rejected  at 
the  following  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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
